Se ae at the Central Criminal Court 
ast June on conviction of armed robbery | 
at the Newtownbarry (County Wexford) 
branch of the Munster and Leinster Bank 
on 18th December, 1925, and for leave to 
produce further witnesses. The ground of oe 
application was alleged misdirection of the 


fi. Joseph O'Connor, K.C., with whom 
was Mr. Eugene Sheehy (instructed by 
Messrs. John A. Sinnott and Co.), for the 
applicant, continued his argument. 

Mr. Eugene Sheehy followed on the same 
side, and submitted that the observations of 
the learned judge regarding an altbs should 
have been qualified; that, so far as Keegan 
was concerned, his alii was fixed and deter- 
mined by two particular items. 

Mr. Carrigan, K.C., who, with Mr, Lavery 
(instructed by the Chief State Solicitor), 
appeared for the Attorney-General, opposed 
the application, and said that he thou ht that 
a very fine judicial performance was. the 
charge of Mr. Justice Hanna to the jury. 
The learned judge addressed the jury for 
over two hours, The test in this question 
of additional evidence was how far the addi- 
tional evidence would affect the jury. Luke 
Dwyer, an absolutely innocent man under 
the law, stood acquitted of this charge, and, 
having the assurance that he cannot be prose- 
cuted again, he came forward to offer him- 
self as a witness, saying that he was the 
leader of the party that robbed the bank. 
Was it not turning criminal administration 
into ridicule to say that a body of men, 
jointly charged, could, when convicted, 
confer and decide which of them would take 
the burden? Did not that present the Court 
with an object lesson of how dreadfully 
perilous it was to interfere with trial by 
jury unless upon principles that every body 
recognised? ' 

Mr. O'Connor having replied, 

The Chief Justice said that they would 
not give their decision until they heard the 
application oí John Kenny (another of the 
convicted men). 

John Kenny was one oí the men arrested 
in connection with the same raid and sen- 
teced to seven years’ penal servitude. His 
application and the grounds on which it was 
made were similar to those of Keegan. 

Mr. Lynch, K.C., and Mr. Brereton-Barry 
(instructed by Messrs. M. J. O'Connor aid 
Co., Wexford) appeared for the applicant. 

The Court reserved judgment.

APPEAL AGAINST SENTENCE 
REFUSED. 


Luke Dwyer and Edward Nolan, from the 
Carlow district, who had been sentenced to 
seven years’ penal servitude for armed 
robbery of £80 15s. 6d. from the Newtown: 
barry (County Wexford) branch of the 
Munster and Leinster Bank on the 3rd March, 
1923, applied for leave to appeal against that 
sentence. Both appeared in the custody of 
two warders, but neither was represented by 
counsel or solicitor. 

The Chief Justice observed that the 
prisoners had pleaded guilty. i 

Dwyer, in reply to the Court, said that the 
reason why he asked for leave to appeal was 
that at the time of the raid he was acting 
under the orders oí a superior officer of the 
I.R.A., or, at least, he believed that he was 
acting under the orders of such an officer. A 
man who stayed at his house gave him orders 
to raid the bank in Bunclody (Newtownbarry). 

The Chief Justice said that that was no 
answer. The prisoner had pleaded guilty, and 
the only ground that he put forward for this 
application was that he wanted a reduction of 
the sentence.

In the case of Tully v. Roe, Mr. Cahir 
Davitt (instructed by Mr. A. Woodcock) 
applied on behalf of the defendant for an 
order transferring the action to the Circuit 
Court of Boyle.

MARCONIS RALLY. 


There was some irregularity in price move- 
ments on "Change yesterday, occasionally due 
to the paucity of orders in hand, but also, 
where weakness was shown, to the dissatisfac- 
tion felt at the continuance of the coal strike, 
and the huge cost to Great Britain and Ilre- 
land of this unnecessary hold-up of business, 
which is bound to be reflected in balance 
sheets all over the country when the time 
comes.

CRITICISM AT MEATH 
COUNTY COMMITTEE. 

“We suggest that teachers of Irish at pre- 

sent working under technical instruction 
schemes, who are not already qualified to give 
instruction in English and arithmetic, should 
be immediately trained to teach these sub- 
jects; and, in the case of new appointments 
qualifications to teach English and arithmetic 
should be considered essential.’’ 
The foregoing was one of the recommenda- 
tions made by the sub-committee appointed 
to inquire into the working of technical in- 
struction in Meath, and was read at the 
monthly meeting of the Meath County Com- 
mittee held at Navan. Se 

Major Gerrard, a member of the sub-com- 
mittee, said that it transpired at the meeting 
that the majority of the Irish teachers ha 
no knowledge of grammar; ‘their teaching was 
in a polyglot language. 

Mr, Gallen, Secretary, pointed out that an 
Trish teacher, in order to teach English and 
arithmetic, must attend a course of training 
and get the Department’s recognition. 

Mr. Tully said that Irish was on the down 
path, due to Dr. MacNeill forcing the language 
down the throats of the people. 

Mr. Laffan expressed the opinion that most 
of the teachers were not qualified to teach 
Irish at all. : 

Mr. Mac Na Midhe said that the committee 
were satisfied at the time that their certificates 
were correct, 

The Secretary said that at Tullaghanstown 
the teacher found that the people there were 
not able to learn Irish without some trace of 
English.

TUG 'S SALVAGE CLAIM.

BELFAST STEAMER IN 
DIFFICULTY. 

Yesterday, before Mr. Justice Bateson and 
the Trinity Master, in the Admiralty Divi- 
sion. London, the owners, master and crew 
of the steam tug Poolgarth, of Liverpool, 
claimed remuneration for salvage services 
rendered to the steamship Optic, of Belfast, 
in the River Mersey, on March 4th last, when 
the Optic had gone aground in the course of 
a voyage from Liverpool to Rosslare, with a 
cargo of wheat and flour. 5 

Plaintiffs’ case was that the Fóolgarth 
found the Optic aground off tne Seacombe 
Promenade. The Poolgarth made fast to her, 
and with difficulty towed her off and into 
Prince’s Dock. This was done in bad weather, 
and the Optic was saved from a position of 
grave danger. Her propeller had been 
damaged, and shé” was unable to’ extricate 
herself without a tug’s assistance. , 

The defendants said that the plaiutiffs’ 
account of the services rendered was “ex- 
aggerated. The services were of the simplest 
nossible character, and lasted half an hour. 
The Optic was not in danger, and the defen- 
dants brought into court £150 as sufficient 
to satisfy the plaintiffs’ claim.

apvortioned £112 10s. Od. to the owners,

PUBLIC DEMAND IN THE 
THE NORTH.

With the great increase in the number o” 
motor omnibuses now carrying passengers to 
and from Belfast, there has grown up a 
public demand that these vehicles should be 
brought under closer supervision, and that 
they should he submitted to more frequent 
inspection and tests. At present there is 
no uniform system of specification in use by 
all the local authorities licensing such 
vehicles, with the result that 'buses that may 
be quite satisfactory in one district do not 
comply witn the regulations of another.. 

The Northern Government intends to intro 
duce a bill in the autumn session dealing 
with the whole question of omnibuses, and 
probably this wilt he one of the subjects that 
will receive attention. 

It is generally felt, too, in the North that 
such large vehicles, carrying so many 
passengers, should be governed by more 
stringent regulations in regard to brakes. At 
present some of the local authorities, while 
exercising supervision in regard to the 
number of passengers carried and the width 
of the vehicles, seem to neglect the important 
question of brakes: Now that four wheel 
brakes have become common in the construe- 
tion of even the cheapest private cars, it 
is only reasonable to demand that heavy 
vehicles like omnibuses should also be com- 
pelled to have four wheel braking systems. 

The licensing of drivers for such vehicles 
also requires some attention, and it is felt 
that a certain standard of mechanical know- 
ledge should be demanded from all those who 
apply for "bus driving licences.

CRITICISM OF NEW BILL.

Mr. P. McGrath, Nenagh, presiding at a 
meeting of the Unpurchased Tenants’ Asso- 
ciation at 37 Upper Fitzwilliam street, 
Dublin, yesterday, convened to consider the 
Amending Land Bill (Land Bill No. 2, 1926), 
said that tae bill was far from satisfactory. 
The Land Act of 1923 failed in regard to 
the question of the collection of compounded 
arrears. The Farmers’ Party in the Dail 
had protested that, owing to the years of 
war, the country had been bled white, and 
consequently the provisions of the Act iu 
that respect were unjustified. The farmers 
had been proved right, and the Minister for 
Agriculture had had to provide Land Bonds 
for those arrears. The Act also broke ‘down 
respecting potential building grounds. Land 
purchase annuities should be regarded by the 
tenant as debts of honour, and in that re- 
spect Mr. Hogan’s provisions were more or 
less justified. Some capital ought to be pro- 
vided to enable farmers to meet the an- 
nuities. The Government should secure the 
debts at the banks and furnish the farmers 
with capital at a low rate of interest. 

Mr. M. Heffernan, T.D., said that they 
should decide whether they would accept the 
principle of the bill and endeavour to amend 
it, or whether they should reject it. When 
the 19235 bill was introduced the Unpurchased 
Tenants’ Association decided to accept its 
general principles, and the members of the 
Farmers’ Party in the Dail were instructed 
to amend the bill and bring it into line with 
the unpurchased tenants’ requirements. They 
fought valiantly to introduce many amend- 
ments, but they did not succeed, and the bill 
was carried through as introduced. Time had 
proved the correctness of their surmises, and 
certain weaknesses in the bill had come to 
light. The outstanding grievances were the 
fee-farm grants. No provision has been made 
in the new bill for dealing with that ques- 
tion. The Minister for Agriculture was in- 
clined to consider amendments which would 
meet the case in an equitable manner. 

Mr. C. MeLoughlin, Dubiin, described the 
bill as unsatisfactory and useless to unpur- 
chased tenants. He suggested that the bill 
should be rejected, and that Senator Butler’s 
Lill, which eould be amended so as to meet 
the needs of tenants—needs which he outlined 
—should be proceeded with. 

Mr. Harney proposed that the present bill 
Should be rejected altogether. Mr. Rice 
seconded. 

Mr. Conway, Cork, in supporting the 
resolution, said that he agreed that the bill 
was intended to get the Government out of 
administrative. difficulties. He believed that 
the Government would not go on with the 
bill if the Farmers’ Party were - strong 
enough to say they would not have it. 

Mr. Russell, Louth, said that he was 
altogether against going back. He believed 
that the bill might be amended by a com- 
prehensive clause to settle the difficulties. He 
proposed that they zo on with the bill. 

The motion was not seconded. 

Mr. Heffernan said that if they rejected 
the bill they would be asking the Farmers’ 
Party not to do anything further with regard 
to .t What would happen then’ The bill 
would surely be passed with very few amend- 
ments. “We do not,” he said, “ necessarily 
accept it st all in prineip!s, but we can use 
the framework of the bai to buid up a 
new bill which will meet the reguirements of 
the tenants; it is possible to introduce amend- 
ments which will have the effect of righting 
the wrongs of these tenants, 

Mr. Harney then withdrew his motion to 
reject the bill. 

Mr. McLoughlin proposed a resolution 
Stating that the meeting considered the new 
Land Bill exceedingly unsatisfactory as far 
as the unpurchased tenants were concerned, 
and, failing acceptance of the main principles 
of the amendments, they urged its complete 
rejection. Mr. M. McNally seconded. 

Mr. P. Megerty proposed, and Mr. 
McLoughlin seconded, a resolution calling 
on the Government to put a stay on all legal 
proceedings which might result in a seizure 
or eviction pending the passing of the 1926 
Land Bill, and that where decrees have bern 
secured and not executed the judgments Le 
not enforced. 

The meeting went into committee to draft 
amendments to recommend to the Farmers’ 
Party to advance in the Dail.

VETERINARY PROFESSION’S 
VIEWS, 


DIRECT NOTIFICATION

When the National Veterinary Medical 
Association of Great Britain and Ireland 
opened its forty-fourth annual Congress at 
University College, Dublin, yesterday, the 
delegates were welcomed by Dr. W. C. 
Dwyer, one of the City Commissioners, on 
behalf of the citizens. 

The President of the Association, in his 
address, specially referred to the subject 
of meat inspection, on which, he said, 
public opinion was much in advance of 
legislation. He complained that recent 
regulations in England were based on an 
Act, much of which had become obsolete. 


CIVIC WELCOME.

CONGRESS’S DISCUSSIONS. 
_ Dr. W. C. Dwyer, one of the Dublin Civic 
Commissioners, formally welcomed the dele- 
gates, and apologised for the absence of his 
Colleague, Mr. Murphy, who was unable to 
falfil his imtention to meet the delegates, 
owing to his indisposition. The Commis- 
sioners, he said, appreciated in a high degree 
the importance of the subjects which the 
conierence of veterinary surgeons would have 
under discussion. The greatest source of the 
wealth of the country was its live stock, and 
that being so the veterinary profession was 
vi great importance. 

In addition to what at one time was 
regarded as purely veterinary duties, the 
veterinary profession had lately devoted at- 
tention to the human element, and, from that 
point of view, the assistance that the 
veterinary surgeons gave to the medical pro- 
fession was specially important, and received 
due appreciation. He thought that the Govern- 
ment had shown by their appointments and 
their general policy with regard to agricul- 
ture that they appreciated the high standing 
of the veterinary profession. 

The President (Professor J. B Buxton, of 
Cambridge), thanked the. Commissioner for 
his welcome to the delegates. 

PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 

In his opening remarks, the President said 
that he fortunately was in a position to pre- 
sent a retrospect of things achieved, of sound 
progress, and of offering to them prospects 
of no jess satisfactory character. An ex- 
cellent sign of the hfe and vigour of the 
Association was the amount of very arduous 
work that had been done by their numerous 
committees. The onerous duties which de- 
volved upon the Finance Committee had been 
dealt with in an expeditious and business hke 
manner, and the satisfactory state of their 
finances demanded the grateful appreciation 
of all the other committees. 

The Association, through the veterinary in- 
spectors and the Public Health Committees, 
had been of very real assistance to a iarge 
number of members who were affected by the 
re-introduction of the Tuberculosis Order. It 
was regrettable that the British Minister for 
Agriculture should have declined to act upon 
either of the suggestions put forward by the 
committee in reference to the notification by 
veterinary inspectors and veterinary surgeons 
of the outbreaks of foot-and-mouth disease in 
their own and neighbguring districts. The 
absence of provisions for direct notification 
was keenly felt by their members in some 
areas, and any system that would facilitate 
the dissemination of this information needed 
close consideration. It was to be hoped that 
in those cases in which unnecessary delay 
seemed to take place some method might be 
devised to overcome the difficulty. This 
should not be impossible of attainment if 
sufticient close contact was maintained be- 
tween local authorities and veterinary sur- 
geons in their respective areas. 

THE INSPECTION OF MEAT. 

At no time in the history of their Associa- 
tion had there been greater need for an in- 
crear* in their membership and unity within 
their ranks. The remarkable progress which 
had been made in their national well-being 
had been due almost entirely to the untiring 
labour of a relatively small number of men, 
who had acted regardless of the demands 
which such service had made upon their time 
and energy. The Parliamentary Committee 
had given much time and thought to the 
betterment of the position of veterinary 
surgeons in regard to meat inspection In 
this instance public opinion was much in 
advance of legislation, and, so far as they 
were concerned in England, recent regula- 
tions were still based on an Act much of 
which had become obsolete. Owners of live 
stock, butchers, meat traders and the general 
public acknowledged the desirability of 
veterinary inspection of meat; yet In many 
irstances the veterinary surgeon had to re- 
ceive the honorary appointment of sanitary 
inspector in order that he might be in a 
position to fulfil his duties. 

He was convinced that the results of 
attending first year’s working of the clinical 
prize scheme would definitely show the 
wisdom of the course which had been 


adopted. 
THE NEW PRESIDENT. 

On the motion of Mr. A. Gofton, seconded 
by Professor G. H. Wooldridge, the thanks 
of the meeting were given to the President 
for his services during the past year. 

Professor Wooldridge was chosen as Presi- 
dent of the Association for the ensuing year. 

Other officers having been chosen, the 
meeting agreed to hold next year's Congress 
at Torquay. 

Congress will re-assemble this morning af 
9.30, when papers on different subjects will 
be read and discussed; and at 2,30 this after- 
noon there will be surgical demonstrations 
at the Veterinary College, Ballsbridge.

IRISH FISHERIES. .: | 


LOANS, EDUCATION AND 
TRANSPORT. 


The necessity for public interest and co- 
operation in the work of the Irish Fishevr- 
men’s Association was urged by several 

s at the annual meeting of the As- 
sociation at the Mansion House, Dublin, yes- 
terday. : 

Mr. E. P. Culverwell, S.F., T.C.D., who 
presided, said that it did not seem to be re- 
cognised that the Association had a very 
great work to do. He hoped that a wide in- 
terest would be taken in it, and that it would 
receive a greater measure of mu One 
of the subjects with which they had to deal 
was the transport of fish. The fishermen re- 
quired education, such as was given in other 
countries, in the means of catching 
Another matter of great importance was the 
provision of loans to enable them to get gear 
to work their boats. i 

Fishermen required education not only iv 


P the working of their boats, but in the neces- 


sity of providing what might be called a sink- 
ing fund for the purpose of keeping the boats 
and gear in repair. The distribution of fish 
in the inland towns of Ireland was a matter 
which, like the loans, ought to be helped bv 
the Government. He was not in favour of 
depending on the Government for help, but 
he asserted that the fishing industry in its 
present plight required that help a great deal 
more than some of the industries which had 
been assisted by protection. The Government 
had done something—not so much as might 
reasonably have been expected—for the in- 
land fisheries, but he suggested that what it 
had done for the coast fisheries might be 
written down ou a very small piece of paper. 

An extremely important question had arisen 
in regard to the loans which had been granted 
in the past for the fishing smacks. The 
Minister for Fisheries had admitted in the 
Dail that it was impossible for the fisher- 
instalments that were re- 
quired on those loans. Notwithstanding that 
official admission, notices were being sent to 
the fishermen requiring them to pay up the 
instalments. In 1 when the Scottish 
fishermen found it difficult to make ends 
meet, the British Government arranged to 
guarantee a sum of £2,000.000 to maintain a 
standard price for fish. On the trensaction 
there was made good 2 sum of £400,000 or 
£500.000. If similar action had been taken 
in the Free State the fishermen would not be 
in their present position. 


PLIGHT OF WEST CORK. - 

Father Lambe, C.C., Union Hall, Co. Cork, 

said thet not alone had notices been served 
on the fishermen demanding the payment of 
loan instalments, but writs had been issued 
in the courts, and the Government was at 
liberty to evforce those Ahoy x beneng a Fe 
sureties. In West Cork, where the joan 
amounted to about £10,000 or £12,000, the 
boats were lying oh the strand, ‘and the 
sureties were in danger of seizure. Until the 
boats were re-valued it meant thag a lot of 
taxpayers would go to the wall. The whole 
system of loans should be re-cast. 
“Father MacSweeney, C.C., Dublin, observed 
that the outlook for the fishing industry was 
bad. The Minister of Fisheries had recently 
described the situation as hopeful, supporting 
that view by the statement that the amount 
of fish exported from Irish ports had m- 
creased as compared with the figure for last 
How much of that fish had been ex- 
ported by foreigners whose boats were fishing 
in Irish waters’? If the fishing industry was 
capable of development a mare serious effort 
should be made to promote its expanston, 
hut if it were not capable of development 
it seemed strange to have public money voted 
for the upkeep of a Fishery Department. 

The whole fishing industry at the moment 
was in pawn, the pawnbrokers being the Irish 
Cevernment. He considered that the interest 
which the fishermen were being asked to pay 
m their loans was unjust. In all the circum- 
stances he was afraid that the effect of all 
these things would be that in a few years 
there would be no one left to carry on the 
industry. 

On the motion of Father Lambe, seconded 
by Father MacSweeney, and supported by 
Mr. Anthony Mackey (Castleconnell), the fol- 
lowing resolution was passed unanimously :— 
‘That the Minister of Fisheries be asked 
to receive a deputation from the Association 
to press on him the need for an immediate re- 
valuation of boats and to urge that owing 
to the depressed condition of the industry 4 
moratorium should be granted for one year 
in cases where the instalments cannot be 
met '' 

Mr. Thomas O'Donnell, ex-M.P., said that 
the association was still in its infancy. It 
was pleasing to know, however, that they 
had cot the inland as well as the coast fisher- 
men united, and he was almost certain that 
in the course of another year the organisation 
would become very much stronger. They 
were dealing with a very important industry 
which could reap millions a year from the 
seas. What use were they making at the 
moment of their natura} advantages It was 
said that there had been an increase recently 
in the value of fish captured along the Irish 
coast. That, undoubtedly, was gomething 
to be proud of, but it was rather unfortunate 
to learn that the greater portion of the in- 
crease was due to the catches of foreigners. 


£5,000,000 A YEAR. 


The Free State had an adverse balance of 
something over £17,000,000. Surely, then, 
an industry that was capable of producing 

,000, a year was worth supporting. 
Last year the value of fish landed in Scotland 
reached that figure, while in Ireland it was 
only one-tenth of that sum. If the Irish in- 
dustry were properly developed, and the 
fishermen along the coast were properly 
equipped and trained in the newest 
method of transport, it would bring 
the same amount to the Free State. 
He proposed the following resolution :— 
“ That in view of the size and importance of 
the fishing industry, and its present neglected 
and backward condition, we request the im- 
mediate assistance of all public-spirited men 
thoroughly to organise the fishermen along 
our coasts and the inland water men, so as 
to reap the rich harvest of our seas.’’ 

Mrs. Maud Walsh seconded the motion, 
which was passed. 

Mr. Mackey proposed a resolution calling 
on all the interests connected with inland 
fishing to co-operate on the lines laid down 
by the Association, so that the value 
of the mmland fisheries might be substantially 
increased. 

Mr. Cormac Breathnac, President of the 
Gaelic League, in seconding, said that by 
propaganda in the schools much could be 
done to stop the killing of spawning fish. 

Mr. D. Leahy, Secretary of the Killarney 
Anglers’ Association, spoke of the harmful 
effect of *‘ excessive netting.” 

The resolution was passed. 

Mr. J. Sheehy, Union Hall, Cork, pro- 
posed :—‘' That the transit of fish along our 
Irish railways requires the immediate con- 
sideration of the railway authorities. and 
the Government with a view to putting in 
force a scheme for the cheaper and better 
carriage of fish, and that we ask the 
Minister to summon a small conference of 
representatives of the railways, the Fisheries 
Department and the Fishermen’s Association, 
with a view to arranging a scheme for such 
cheaper distribution of fish.’ 

At present, said Mr. Sheehy, the charge 
for the transport of fish from West Cork to 
Billingsgate market, in London, was £12 a 
ton, While a ton of coal could be brought 
across the Channel for ten shillings. 

Mr. O’Donnell, in seconding the resolution, 
said that if the fishing industry could be 
developed, the railway receipts would be 
greater. 

The resolution was passed. 

The following resolutions were in 
submitted to the meeting and passed :— 

On the motion of Mr. E. J. Ronayne, 
Youghal, and seconded by Mrs. Markey, 
Clogherhead, a resolution was passed request- 
ing the Fishery Department to consider the 
question of advancing loans on solvent securi- 
ties to branch committees of the Association 
for the purpose of fishery development. 

Mr. A. Mackey proposed, and Mr. Leahy 
seconded, a resolution, which was passed, 
expressing regret that by a Statute recently 
passed in the Dail public bodies were. unable 
to make contributions to the. Fishery Boards 
of their districts, and, therefore, were not 
entitled to representation on those boards. 

Mr. Cormac Breathnac proposed, and 
Father MacSweeney aca eg a resolution 
strongly approving of the recommendations 
as to the development, of the fishing industry 
contained in the report of the Gaeltacht 
Commission, and urging the Government to 
give effect to them without delay. The

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LONDON PORK . TRADE.

GREAT OPENING FOR IRISH 
ENTERPRISE. | 

At the meeting of the County Committee 
of Agriculture and Technical Instruction held 
in Wexford on Monday, Colonel C. M. 
Gibbon, Chairman, referred to the importance 
of the marketing of pork in England during 
the coming winter. The annual importation 
of porkers into the London mevkeb-plae 
weighing from €80Ibs. to 120lbs. — from 
the Continent amounted to 41,000 tons, 
the actual valne to over four million pounds, 
aud the number of pigs in or. about one 
million. That source of supply to England 
was now completely cut off. Already the 
quotation for perk in London had gone up to 
9s. 4d. per stone, of 8lbs. The price at this 
time last year was about 5s. The demand of 
the London market had to be filled, and the 
question for the people of the country to 
consider was how they were to take advan. 
tage of it. The Irish Farmers’ Union had 
decided on calling a conference of everyone 
concerned to see what could be done, and 
the conference had been arranged for Horse 
Show Week. 

How were they to increase the number of 
pigs? They would be scarely able to increase 
the number during the coming season, but 
they had got the young bonhams, and if the 
farmers started to feed them right away they 
should be able to obtain a good market for 
them during the winter months. The Wex- 
ford Meat Factory would be in a position to 
kill the pigs and market them in a proper 
manner. If the farmers tried to kill the pigs 
themselves ani to market them, it should be 
insisted, for the benefit of all concerned, 
that no pig was placed on the London market 
unless in first class condition and quality, 
so as to maintain for Ireland a reputation 
which would be able to take the reputation 
that had been held up to fhe present by the 
Dutch. 

Mr. A. McCann, P.C., asked if the type 
of pigs that would be killed would be suitable 
for the London market. 

The Chairman replied that the only answer 
which he could give was that he marketed a 
batch of pigs and he obtained 4d. a stone 
more than was obtained for the Dutch 
variety. 


CAUTION URGED. 

Mr. P. J. O'Conor, Agricultural Instructor, 
who was asked by the Chairman to express 
his views, said that there was certainly a 
wonderful opportunity offered that was never 
available before of capturing the pork trade, 
but the question was what was going to 
happen to the bacon trade if the pork trade 
was taken up’? If the embargo was removed 
when the pork trade was entered upon, what 
would be their position in regard to the 
bacon trade? The question wanted very 
careful consideration, 

The Chairman stated that he did not see 
very much danger, because his forecast was 
that they were going to have a frightful 
slump in bacon. What was going to happen 
the pigs that used to come from the Con- 
tinent? Was it not reasonable to expect that 
the majority would come as bacon and com- 
pete with them ? 

Mr. O’Conor stated that his reason for 
raising the question was that if they 
embarked upon the pork trade in a serious 
manner, it would put off a number of feeders 
for bacon, and then they “would lose their 
trade-in that commodity. 

The Chairman stated that feeding for pork 
di' not do the slightest Farm to the pig. If 
the anima! were not sent away for pork, the 
farmer has the advantage of having it an 
earlier fed one, 

Colonel Quin stated that he had been 
through English farms .here he found that 
the middle white was the pork pig, and the 
large white the bacon pig. At the same time 
the large white made a very good pork pig. 

LIVE PIG TRADE. 

Mr. O'Conor suggested that one of the 
best steps that could be taken for the develop- 
men; of the pork trade was to have a com- 
petition on the lines of the “ baby” beef 
competitions, which were held at the meat 
factory. ' : 

Mr. W. Thorpe said that they had. over- 
looked the possibility of a live pig trade with 
England being established. 

the Chairman stated that with the stan- 
dard set up by the Dutch they in Ireland 
could not hope to get live pigs into England 
in the same condition. They would be 
bruised, and they could not capture the 
London market. It was out of the question 
to send live pigs to the London market,

| Arboricultural Society. This 
week some sixty of the Society's members— 
large landowners, sciéntific experts, timber 
merchants, factors, working foresters and 
Students—are in Ireland, examining the 
work done by private and State enterprise. 


At Abbeyleix, on Monday, they saw a 
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splendid example of a private cultivator’s 
achievement, and yesterday they visited 
Avondale—the- estate formerly owned by 
Charles Stewart Parnell—where the Free 
State Department of Agriculture has a 
hundred experimental plots of an acre 
apiece under different varieties of timber. 
We wish that people from all corners 
of Ireland would follow in the foot- 
steps of these travellers. With wonder 
and delight those who are too familiar 
with stripped hillsides and treeless moors 
would behold the silver firs and flowered 
oaks of Avondale, and would penetrate 
the little forests of spruce which darken 
the air to twilight even at noonday, re- 
calling those “dark and secret woods” 
which abound in our old literature. Almost 
lis; night is the shadow within the planta- 
tion of Cupressus Macrocarpa mixed with 
common larch, and in the exhibition room 
P at Avondale large planks of finely polished 
wood may be seen which display the com- 
mercial value of this crop at the age of less 
than twenty years. What is achieved at 
Avondale is done under natural conditions. 
There is no ‘‘nursing.’’ The timber is 
planted and allowed to fight its own battle 
with the Irish climate. To most Irish 
visitors the results would be surprisng— 
few of our people realise that Ireland can 
grow such trees so easily and so profitably.

In Macaulay's time no copy of the 
first edition (1678) of “The Pilgrim s 
Progress” was known to exist, and 
he ventured to predict that none 
would be found. Since then, how- 
ever, five perfect copies, including Mr. 
Warner’s, and six imperfect copies have 
come to light. The rarity of copies of the 
first edition is a noble tribute to the com- 
pleteness of Christian's capture of the 
heart of contemporary England. Copies 
of the first editions of many famous books 
ef the sixteenth and seventeenth centuries 
survive in considerable numbers. They 
were locked in libraries and passed through 
the reverent hand of generations of 
scholars. The first edition of “The 
Pilgrim’s Progress,” however, was bought 
eagerly by the common people of England 
for eighteen pence, and was thumbed 
quickly into tatters at humble firesides 
by fathers who rolled the author’s sterner 
exhortations upon their tongues, and by 
children wide-eyed upon the story of Giant 
Despair. Many copies of the first edition 
must have accompanied Puritan settlers 
to America, and some, perhaps, lie even 
now upon obscure shelves in New England 
farm-houses.

A STATE OF EMERGENCY,

Tuespay Nicur. 

The Home Secretary presented to the 
House of Commons this afternoon a 
Message from the King, which was subse- 
quently read by the Speaker. It declared 
that a continued state of emergency existed 
in connection with the dispute in the 
mining industry. The emergency regula- 
tions, therefore, must be debated again in 
the House of Commons, and on Friday for 
the third time this week there will be a 
discussion on the coal dispute. The pro- 
clamation now being made will secure the 
operation of the regulations until the end 
of August, and it is almost certain that 
there will have to be a further renewal 
then, followed by a short sitting of Parlia- 
ment. The Government already is making 
preparations for the debates to take place 
during the short sitting, and has. decided 
that no fewer than two hundred Con- 
minster on August 30th, and must be pre- 
pared to stay, if necessary, for several 


days. 
Hopes of Settlement. 


In the Lobby of the House of Commons 
this evening there was much discussion on 
the coal situation. The opinion was ex- 
pressed that, after the miners’ delegate 
conference on Friday, a request for an 
interview will be made to the Government 
by some of the miners’ leaders, and thai 
the request will be granted. This idea, 
probably, is based on the hope that a new 
feeling will be manifest at the conference, 
but I must confess that this is not gener- 
ally shared in political circles outside the 
House. Parliament will soon adjourn for 
the summer recess, however, and, with the 
holidavs in view, many members think it 
imperative that contact should be re- 
established with the owners and the miners 
before they disperse. The Prime Minister 
has been informed of this feeling, and is 
readv with his colleagues to see the owners 
and the miners, if there is a possibility 
at all of reaching a solution of the diffi- 
culty. In connection with this matter he 
saw the Ministers more intimately con- 
nected with the dispute this afternoon. — 


Inconclusive Debates. 


Disappointment is expressed by members 
of all parties in Parliament at the incon- 
clusive nature of the debates last nicht 
and to-night on the coal situation; for it 
was thought that the general tone of the 
speeches was not particularly hopeful, 
while the only satisfactory feature of the 
debates was the opportunity given to the 
Government to enunciate again its policy 
particularly concerning the subsidy ques- 
tion. The suggestion that the most satis 
factory solution for all parties would be 
to accept the report of the Coal Com 
mission is still much spoken of in the 
Lobby, but with the proviso that there 
must be a conference as to the desirability 
of eliminating certain of the recommenda. 
tions considered unworkable. 


Mr. Shaw s Speech. 


The Socialist Party has shown consider- 
able annoyance to-day because the speech 
of Mr. George Bernard Shaw at the dinner 
given last night to celebrate his birthday 
was not permitted to be broadcast. It is 
understood that a veto on the speech was 
imposed because controversial topics might 
be introduced in the remarks made by Mr. 
Shaw, and this, as the speeches show this 
morning, was not based on an incorrect 
judgment. Mr. Ramsay Macdonald was 
approached by the British Broadcasting 
Company in regard to any possible con- 
troversial aspects of the proceedings; but 


he declined to give a guarantee that Mr. - 


Shaw would not be controversial. 


The French Franc. 


Advices from Paris indicate that M 
Poincaré, the new Premier, is making a 
good start towards the stabilisation of the 
franc. There is a discussion as to the 
rate below which the franc ought not to 
have fallen in the normal way, and the 
suggestion seems to be that it should be 
put at fifty-to the pound. It will take M 
Poincaré a considerable time to get the 
franc back to that figure; but it is not 
beyond the bounds of possibility that 
stabilisation at such a rate may be an 
accomplished fact. 


Foreigners in Paris. 


While it is not concealed that British 
and American visitors to Paris are suffer- 
ing in many,cases from the anti-foreign 
demonstrations, there seems to be a dis- 
position on the part of Paris correspon 
dents of English newspapers to say as 
little as they possibly can regarding these 
attacks. It appears that the police 
authorities in Paris are not doing what 
they might to put a stop to these un 
pleasant scenes, and I was told by a man 
who returned from Paris on Sunday that 
he had seen a number of visitors, guilty of 
nothing but foreign blood, beaten with 
sticks by a A in the Boulevard des 
Capucines while the police looked idly on

The sixty members of the Royal Scottish 
Arboricultural Society now on a business and 
pleasure holiday in Dublin had a delightful ex- 
perience yesterday, when visits were paid to 
Avondale and Kilruddery, ‘two important 
forestry centres in Co. Wicklow. 

The weather was kind, and the Garden of 
Ireland looked its best. The road journey 
by Bray and Rathnew to Rathdrum was 
through a country covered with trees, such as 
the visitors to whom Ireland was new had 
not seen before. They described the road 
from Newtownmountkennedy as being more 
like a private avenue than a public highway. 
The cottages along the way, tastefully kept 
and in many cases covered with flowers, were 
a continual source of admiration and astonish- 
ment to the visitors, who said that Ireland 
was not the sort of place that most of them 
had imagined, 

At Avondale, the home of Charles Stewart 
Parnell, the party were received by Mr. 
Michael O’Beirne, who, under Mr. A. C. 
Forbes, G@ernment Director of Forestry, is 
in charge of the important forestry station 
conducted here by the Department of Agri- 
culture. It was interesting to move about 
and hear the older men—some over eighty— 
speak of Parnell. It was easy to detect a 
certain reverence in their coming in contact 
with scenes so closely associated with modern 
history. This was very marked when, later 
in the day, they sat at lunch in the great 
hall of Parnell’s home. 


AVONDALE. 

Avondale, acquired by the Department of 
Agriculture in 1904, is an experimental and 
demonstration forestry station. It was iad 
out and planted by Mr. Forbes, wh tas 
watched its growth from year to year. There 
are about one hundred acres of plantations in 
which over half a million trees are growing. 
The visitors came as expérts to see and study 
the timber, but that did not prevent them 
from expressing admiration at the surround- 
ings, as they would appear to the eye of an 
artist. The woods have been [aid out with 
long avenues between them, which lead the 
eye to the magnificent prospects of the Wick- 
low hills away to the south. The arrange- 
ment of the plantations, as viewed from the 
Parnell cairn, with the Vale of Avoca below, 
shows that Mr. Forbes’s art planned them in 
accordance with Nature’s harmony. 

Several hours were spent in a tour of the 
various woods, beginning with’ the lordly 
eucalyptus trees, planted only fifteen years 
ago, and now over sixty feet high. What has 
been accomplished at Avondale justifies the 
claim that the eucalyptus’ is the world’s 
quickest growing tree. Everywhere there 
was a great deal to interest the visitors, who 
criticised or admired, and, above all, asked 
questions. 

One of the last parts of the estate to be 
seen was the corner where some of the 
original Avondale timber is growing. Here 
are some magnificent specimens of the silv:r 
fir. One of these trees, with a trunk remark- 
ably clean for a great distance upwards, 
measures 133 feet in girth at a distance of 
5 feet from the ground. Its age is about 150 
years, and it is 135 feet high. 

KILRUDDERY. 

After lunch the party drove to 
Kilruddery, the seat of the Earl of Meath, 
near Bray, now occupied by Lord Ardee. On 
behalf of Lord and Lady Ardee, they were 
received by Mr. Le Fanu, theestate agent, 
and shown over the mansion, erected about 
1776. and filled with things artistic. After- 
wards they were his lordship’s guests at 
afternoon tea in a marquee on the terraced 
lawns. 

The pleasur> grounds of Kilruddery pro- 
vide one of the finest examples in this country 
of the horticultural taste of a century and a 
half ago. To modern eyes it was a pleasing 
taste. Noteworthy is the desire to plant in 
circles. The beech circle, a 40 foot solid 
range of clipped beech, surrounding the 
ornamental swan pond, is regarded as a 
unique example of its kind. Then there is 
a maze, with the puzzle in the angle, at 
which a number of statues are viewed. It 
was all very delightful to the visitors. 

The trees in the demesne include a small 
wood of what the experts declared to be the 
best evergreen oak in the British Isles. 
The beech finds. here a congenial soil: for 
some of the trees grow with perfectly 
smooth stems to a surprising height. The 
afforestation carried out at Kilrudderv, under 
the direction of Mr. McIntosh, the head 
forester, is represented by plantations of 
larch, with clumps of Douglas fir and some 
hardwoods, with which. the rabbits have 
played havoc. ‘ : 

Among those who accompanied the party 
were Mr. F. J. Mevrick. Secretary of the De- 
partment of Agriculture; Mr. John D. 
Crozier, Forestry Inspector; and Mr. John 
Deans, manager of the Glepealy Sawmills. 

EXCURSION DINNER. 

In the evening the annua! excursion dinner 
of the Society was held in the Hotel Russell, 
St. Stephen's Green, Dublin. 

Sir John Stirling Maxwell, Bart., who was 
in the chair, proposed the toast of “ The 
Guests.’’ He said that he desired to express 
t> everyone in the Irish Free State the 
gratitude of the Society for the kindness of 
the welcome they had received in Dublin and 
in their trips into the country. 

He had no hesitation in saying that Ireland 
could gain much from forestry, both in 
money and in the things that make life 
healthy and pleasant. It was not too much 
to say that no Government worth the name 
would neglect to make provision against the 


-danger of the timber shortage with which 


Countries which 
now neglected that precaution would find 
themselves in a very terrible position in 
what would not be more than a few years. 
Th: recent International Forestry Conference 
at Rome went very seriously into the ques- 
tion of a timber famine. Already there were 
signs of it in the inferior timber tha) was 

' ¢ sold at prices far above what would 
have been given for good timber thirty years 
ago. What they had seen at Abbeyleix and 
Avondale showed that there are some people 
in the Free State who are working to guard 
against the danger of the coming world 
shortage. 

Mr, F. J. Meyrick, who replied, said that, 
with the excep‘ion of Iceland, the greatest 
leeway in the matter of tree-planting had to 
be made up in Ireland. In the annals of the 
four masters there were frequent entries re- 
cording that in such and such a year the 
plain of such and such a place was cleared 
of trees. There were also entries of the years 
in which lakes appeared not unlikely as a 
result of the disappearance of the trees. In 
the Free State they were only beginners in 
tie work of afforestation, but the visit of the 
Society would encourage those who were 
planting trees, and would stimulate the whole 
country to an appreciation of the advantages 
of forestry. It would awaken a public 
opinion on the subject, which would be very 
helpful. 

Lord Osborne Beauclerc, Newtown Anner, 
Clonmel, proposed the toas) of the Society, 
and said that i; would b>» a good thing if 
they had such an organisation in this country. 

Mr, Adam Spiers, Edinburgh, Vice-Presi- 
“mt, in reply, thanked everyone for the 
cordiality of their reception, and said that 
they would go home to Scotland with a 
greater appreciation of the Irish Free 
State than some of them had before 
they started on the excursion. 


FORESTRY IN IRELAND. 

Dr. Borthwick, Professor of Forestry in 
Aberdeen University, proposing the toast of 
‘Forestry in Ireland.” said -that what he 
had seen in two days in the Free State had 
been full of interest. In Abbeyleix they saw 
Seotch pine flourishing in the bog land, and 
at Avondale a forestry demog§tration on a 
scale probably not equalled in any part of 
the sister countries. Avondale was a monu- 
ment to the possibilities of forestry in the 
Free State, an inspiration for the development 
of woods in different parts of the country. 
As long as such a centre existed for the pur- 
roses of education and demonstration there 
was no fear for the future development of 
forestry in the Irish Free State. Coming 
from Scotland, they had learned a great deal 
at Avondale. He would venture to say that 
the future of Irish forestry was promising 
and propitious. 

Mr. A. C. Forbes. who replied, said that ‘n 
the Free State they had it that the private 
owner was not doing his share in the matter 
of afforestation, as owners in Great Britain 
were doing.

BRICK THROWN AT 
EXCURSIONISTS.

THE GRANVILLE INCIDENT: 
PROTEST LODGED. 


With refevence to the incident at Gran- 
ville, France, on Sunday, on the occasion of 
the visit of the steamex Kinloch with a party 
of Jersey excursionists, a telegram from 
Jersey last night says that, while the feeling 
in the island is that the unfortunate affair 
has been somewhat exaggerated, there is no 
doubt that a missile more substantial than a 
handful of gravel was thrown by one of a 
small hooligan element on the quayside and 
that a la yassenger was rather badly hurt. 

The own@™s of the steamer Kinloch have, in 
fact, lodged”A protest with the French Consul 
at Jersey, and handed him a piece of brick, 
measuring four inches by three and a half 
by two inches, which. was hurled on board 
the steamer. ‘lhe Consul has promised a full 
inquiry into the matter, 

The managing director of the Kinloch 
Steamship Company states that, apart from 
this incident, the French people received the 
excursionists exceedingly well. As the vessel 
left the quayside, the orchestra aboard played 
the ‘* Marseillaise ” and the British National 
Anthem, and, as usual, some of the excur- 
sionists, having no further use for their spare 
French coins, threw them on to the quay 
for the benefit of a few children assembled 
there. 

This seems to have displeased one or two 
roughs among the crowd, and there were 
shouts of ‘‘ A bas les Anglais, et les Jersiais.”’ 
One man in his excitement hurled the half 
brick, which struck Mrs.. Duprey, of Sea 
View, Montalabbe, Jersey, who received a 
nasty wound on the head which bled 
profusely. 


FREE STATE TRADE.

COUNTRIES WHICH GIVE 
NOTHING IN RETURN: 
Some curious items are recorded in the 
trade and shipping statistics of the Irish 
Free State for the first quarter of this year. 
The total trade for the period—as already re- 
corded in the /rish Times—was valued at 
£25,116,000, as compared with £26,143,000 
for the corresponding quarter of last year. 
The adverse balance amounted to £6,784,000, 

an increase of £641 on last year’s figures. 

Previous analyses of the trade for the 
quarter may be supplemented by the follow- 
ing facts :—Importing £32,032 worth of goods 
from Algeria, our exports to that country 
were nil. To Morocco we exported goods to 
the value of £757 (£92 less than last year), 
and in turn imported from that country to 
the tune of £52,222. Our imports from 
Morocco in the corresponding quarter of 
1925 amounted to less than sixpennyworth. 
Poland does not seem to have been disposed 
to let Morocco have all the innings, and 
accordingly by the trifling investment of a 
five pound note in Irish industry it reaped 
the handsome reward of £85.114—the value 
of its export trade with this country. 

From Tunis we imported goods to the value 
of £6,701, but to Tunis we exported not so 
much as an ounce of Carrigeen móss. Latvia 
took six pounds’ worth of Irish manufacture 
and ‘‘ presented ” us with close on nine 
thousand pounds’ worth of its own, 
while Sweden returned £77,000 worth 
of Saorstat custom by placing orders 
to the value of £128 with our 
home manufacturers. More _ interesting 
than all those, however, are the figures of 
our Rumanian “ trade.” In the first three 
months of this year we imported from 
Rumania goods to the value of £85,754, an 
increase of precisely that figure on our im- 
ports from Rumania in the corresponding 
quarter of last year. On the other side of 
the account there stands to the credit of the 
Saorstat the sum of £1 sterling, the value of 
our exports to Rumania during January- 
March, 1926. The £1 represents an increase 
of twenty shillings on the figure for last 
year’s correspondiug period, when the value 
of our export trade was nil, 


TEST MATCH. 


ENGLAND'S GOOD 
DISPLAY. 


WHAT MAY HAPPEN AT 
THE OVAL,

. 


S at Nottingham, Lord's and Leeds, 
A England and Australia failed to 
arrive at a definite result in the Test 
match on the Old Trafford ground, Man- 
chester, yesterday, so that the fourth 
encounter passed into history a; one of 
the many drawn games in England. This 
means, therefore, that the Test. match at 
the Oval, due to commence on August 14th, 
will be played to a finish, irrespective of 
the number of days involved; but here 
arises a curious point. 

If there is abnormally slow or heavy 
scoring, or if rain comes to curtail play 
to such a considerable extent that the end 
is not reached in six days, what is to be 
done in regard to the Surrey v. Yorkshire 
match, due to start on the following Sat*r- 
day on the same ground? «Postponement 
of that important county engagement is 
apparently out of the question, and the 
only solution would seem to be to play i! 
at another ground. However, that point 
can be left for the authorities to decide, 
and certainly general opinion is that six 
days will be ample time in which to begin 
and finish off the England and Australia 
contest. 

The irony of the whole thing will be if 
circumstances conspire to bring the end 
on the second afternoon or evening. That 
would put the advocates of unlimited time 
for Test cricket in England in something 
of a quandary. Still, in these days of 
marl wickets a really treacherous. pitch 
is something of a rarity. An even worse 
practice in this connection, however, 1s 
alleged against some groundsmen, and that 
is of rolling cut grass into the pitch, which, 
of necessity, takes all life out of the ground 
and nearly always stops all chance of a 
sticky wicket. 

So thoroughly had that at Old Trafford 
been prepared—and it is as well to emphasise 
that there is no suggestion of cut grass 
being rolled in—that, apart from the fact 
that the top had been knocked off it by 
Monday’s cricket, it rolled out very well 
yesterday. Certainly bowlers like Mailey 
and Grimmett could make the ball turn, but 
only now and again did the ball do its work 
at any pace to disconcert and worry the 
batsmen. 


ENGLAND NEVER IN DANGER. 

So it was quite obvious from the first that 
a drawn game was a practical certainty, 
even thongh, in the absence of Carr, England 
would have to bat one short. Bardsley, 
apparently, had no false ideas on the subject 
when, instead of declaring the Australia 
innings closed at the overnight score of 322 
for eight, he let Oldfield, Grimmett and 
Mailey bat, the innings being finished for 13 
more runs. Altogether, Australia were at 
the wickets six hours and twenty minutes for 
their 335. “ 

Tate took both wickets that fell for 7 
runs, and in the whole innings had £8 hit 
from him; but he did not enjoy good luck, 
for on Monday he bowled any number of verv 
good balls, some of which were played, but 
most of them either just missing the stumps 
or being snicked. Root, bowling to keep 
the runs down, delivered fiftv-two overs. 
twenty-seven of which were maidens, for 84 
runs and four wickets. Kilner’s one success 
cost 51 runs, and Stevens had three for 86. 

England went in about twenty minutes to 
twelve o'clock And batted until six o'clock, 
when stumps were pulled up. They wanted 
186 to avoid the chance of following on, and 
it can be said at once that this danger never 
threatened them. Indeed, the  hatting 
strength of the side was revealed in just as 
striking a fashion as at Lords and in the 
second innings at Leeds, although it is only 
proper to observe that Macartney, usually 
opening the bowling with Gregory, was not 
put on till twenty minutes past four o'clock, 
when the score was 225 for two. Then, with 
the third ball he delivered, he got a wicket 
to rob Tyldesley of the distinction of making 
his eighth 100 in eight consecutive matches. 
a feat he was within measurable distance of 
accomplishing,; though whether England 
would have obtained as many runs had 
Macartney bowled earlier is a matter of con- 
jecture, to discuss which no useful purpose 


could be served. 


_ PROFITABLE PARTNERSHIPS. 

Hobbs and Sutcliffe gave the side a 
sound start with an . opening . partner- 
ship of 58 in just over seventy-five minutes. 
Sutcliffe played quietly before being caught at 
the wicket, while Hobbs, if making some 
clever strokes, found Mailey very difficult. 


only natural after his recent run of success, 
he received a great ovation on his home 
ground, Not to put too fine a point on it, he 
opened deplorably, being nearly out from the 
first two balls he received from Mailey; but 
he survived an anxious period, and at Junch- 
time England had 90 runs on the board avith 
one man out, Hobbs having completed 51 out 
of 85 in an hour and three-quarters. 


TYLDESLEY’S LUCK. 

Shortly before the light was far from good. 
and for some time afterwards, and a few drops 
of rain fell, but there was no interruption. 
Tyldesley, while playing well generally, did 
not inspire complete confidence when facing 
Grimmett, and when 38 he gave a chance to 
Andrews at silly point. He lost Hobbs at 135, 
the Surrey Man being caught at mid-off from 
a mis-hit in attempting to drive. He batted 
rather less than two hours and three-quarters, 
hitting seven 4’s, and while excellent in many 
respects his innings was scarcely one of his 
best, 

The second wicket produced 77 runs in 
eighty-five minutes. Then with Woolley 1m 
runs came at a fine pace.. Tyldesley enjoyed 
further luck at 39, surviving a confident ap- 
peal for leg before. At 45 he was again let 
off by Andrews at silly point, and after reach- 
ing 50 in an hour and thirty-five minutes he 
gave Oldfield a chance to stump him.

A FIRST SUCCESS. 


In an editorial article The Times 
observes :—The Poincaré Government had a 
successful day yesterday in their first meet- 
ing with the Chim’e~ The debate was not 
brilliant. The Communists were boisterous 
and vulgar. The Socialist Radicals—although 
M. Herriot, their chief, was sitting beside 
the Prime Minister—were, at the least, luke- 
warm in their applause when it came to the 
vote of confidence. A good many of them 
abstained, while a few voted against the 
Ministry of National  Unien, but Ministers, 
none the less, obtained a majority of 227 by 
358 to 131 on their declaration of policy. 

A remarkable: feature in the declaration is 
its almost complete silence on the Experts’ 
report. M. Caillanx, in a series of extremely 
able speeches, explained that his policy— 
which was then also the policy of M. Briand— 
was based upon this report in its essentials, 
and he argued with great force from its pages 
that it proposed the one and only way of sav- 
ing the franc. The choic2, he said, was be- 
tween this planandthe plan of M. Blam. M. 
Poincaré adopts the findings of the Experts 
that a large sum of money must be raised 
immediately by taxation, and in great part 
by indirect taxation, but he does not 
anywhere state in his declaration 
what is his general. attitude towards 
the recommendations or the views 
of the Experts. In particular, the declaration 
says nothing about the ratification of the 
London and Washington’ Agreements on 
Allied debts beyond a general assertion that 
France has th: firm intention of satisfying her 
creditors “ within the measure of her powers.’ 
There is nothing about the need of foreign 
credits, and nothing specific about the posi- 
tion of the Treasury or the debt to the Bank 
of France. 

On the whole, the tone of the declaration 
seems to suggest that M. Poincaré may really 
harbour the view which has been attributed 
to him, that France can save herself from 
her embarrassments without any present 
resort to foreign credits and without any 
immediate effort at stabilisation. That, of 
course, would be a complete departure from 
the plans of the experts or of M. Caillaux. 
It may be popular with many deputies and 
with some sections of the French people, but 
no policy of the kind can command the 
approval of experienced financiers in France 
or in other lands. 


BASILICA ROBBED. 
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BIG HAUL OFP-TREASURES.

A DUBLIN HOSPITAL'S 
APPEAL, 
—— 4 I—— 

(By R. LANE JOYNT, M.D.) 


Last year the Druids, a benevolent society 
in London, collected, chiefly through the 
agency of children, seventy-five tons of waste 
tin-foil, the scraps from chocolate, cigarettes, 
tobacco, cheese, toilet soap, etc., and with the 
proceeds from the sale of the metal were able 
to endow two heds in one of the great 
hospitals. An endeavour to raise money for 
the Meath Hospital, Dublin, by s‘milar means 
has been started, and it only wants to be made 
generally known to the public to ensure a 
steady, though small, source of revenue to the 
ospital. 

Next to silver, metallic tin is one of the 
most costly metals in general use, and an 
immense quantity of it is used up as, tin-foil, 
which is pure metallic tin, for the wa ppings 
up of sweetmeats and. cigarettes and cheeses. 
Under ordinary conditions thete scraps of 
metal are thrown away as valueless or played 
with for a while by children and then lest; 
but the small pieces, if placed in a card- 
board box, can he kept until an opportunity 
occurs to present it to the hospital. 

The value of this metal in commerce makes 
it well worth while. Owing to its rarity in 
nature and the difficulty of winning it from 
the earth and refining it by complicated pro- 
cesses from its ores, the market price of tin ts 
from £250 to £300 per ton. This, reduced to 
small figures, makes it worth 2s. 6d. a pound 
at the present price. Its use on sweetmeats 
and tobacco is on account of its property of 
not tarnishing; it makes alo an air-tight, 
non-contaminating and non-poisonots covering. 
Owing to the ease with which it can be beaten 
or rolled into very thin sheets, it lends iteelf 
to the production of foil or ‘‘ silver-paper.”’ 
This is about one four-thousandth of an inch 
in thickness, or ten times thinner than the 
average daily newspaper. The ordinary 
package of twenty cigarettes is wrapped in a 
piece weighing 12 grains; this gives 640 piec?s 
to the pound, or 1,439,C00 to the ton. At 
2s. 6d. per pound every piece represents a 
little less than one-twentieth of a penny. or 
the worth of two matches: everyone 
economises im ‘these, but few in tin-foil, 
Collections made from patients alone in the 
Meath Hospital have averaged from half to 
one pound per week, and, as the scheme gets 
known, their friends bring in more and more. 
Collections are being made by various golf 
clubs, shopowners and others, and the result- 
ing metal, when melted and refined, is readily

EXECUTIVE'S POWERS. 
Under the Protection of the Community 
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While widely distributed in smal! quantities, 
it is found chiefly in Cornwall, England; in 
Spain, Australia, Malacca and the Straits 
Settlements, it has only been found in Ireland 
in very small and unprofitable quantities in a 
lead lode at Dalkey. Next to gold and copper, 
tin is the oldest metal known. Long before 
the histerical period when man first abandoned 
stone implements, he fashioned weapons and 
tools ont of copper--a relatively soft and in- 
eflicient material. It was soon found that, 
mixed with native pure tin or smelted with 
fin ore, & metal was obtained superior in 
hardness to pure copper and casier to cast 
into the required forms, such as axe-heads, 
swords, spears and knives. This 
mixture is termed bronze. Examples of all 
have been found in all parts of the world. 
(me of the finest collections. next to that of 
Copenhagen, is in our own National Museum 
in Dublin. 

Britain first became known to the ancient 
through its tin mines in Cornwall. 
Long before the Roman occupation of England, 
Pheenician traders from the Mediterranean 
sailed thither to obtain this commodity. This 
knowledge they seem to have kept secret, but 
Greek traders, exploring the various sources 
of Carthaginian wealth, ventured into the 
Atlmtic and found what they termed the 
Cassiterides, or Tin Islands—Scilly and Corn- 
wall, The information in due course reached 
Rome, and Publius Crassus, a few years before 
the coming of Július Cesar, fostered the trade 


i between England and Gaul, and the metal, 


after being transported across the Channel, 
was conveyed overland to Italy. The result of 
this trade invasion was a great improvement 
in the mining processes. An ancient ingot of 
this metal. shaped like a letter “H” and 
weighing 158 pounds, was years ago dredged 
up in Falmouth Harbour. This shape has been 
explained as facilitating transport on pack- 
animals. two such being a load; and the 
destination would be the entrepét City of 
Marseilles. . 
All over Devon and Cornwall are evidences 
of ancient mining as well as Celtic monu- 
ments and prehistoric dwellings, showing a 
thickly populated district in former times. 
These people spoke a dialect of the great 
Gaelic language. Their place-names survive. 
The last woman to speak the Cornish as her 
mother tongue, Dorothy Pentvreath, died in 
1788, aged 102. A monument to her—-íor this 
reason only, apparently—has been erected 
over her grave in St. Paul's, a hamlet close 
to Newlyn. The loss of their language has 
not diminished the virility or patriotism of 
Cornishmen, and their skill in mining was a 
valuable asset to the Allies in the Great War.

It is then 
sent to the smelting houses and reduced to 
pure metal. Six of the towns are known as 
Stannary Towns (Latin stannum=tin), and 
special laws and customs govern all the highly 
specialised matters connected with miners and 
mining operations. Formerly these were 
enacted by local elective courts. The last 
Stannary Parliament, as it was called, sat. in 
1752 at Truro, Subsequent Acts of the Im- 
perial Parliament abolished these local courts 
and assured to the miners all their ancient 
rights. 

The meta! is extensively used for coating 
thin sheet steel, and as such is familiar to 
us as tin-plate ware. Pure tin is soft and 
pliable and is about seven times heavier 
than water, and its most remarkable pro- 
‘perty is that it creaks when a bar of the 
pure metal is bent. ‘his is called “ the 
cry of the tin.” The amount of tin alloyed 
with, or deposited on, sheet steel (tin-plate) 
represents about 3 per cent. of the total 
metal weight; yet the industrious Chinese 
find that it pays to recover this smal] amount. 
One of its chief domestic uses is in solder 
for jointing other metals. ‘'he plumber uses 
equal parts of ‘ead and tin. the tin-smith, 
who mends pots and pans, radiators, etc., 
and the wireless expert use a mixture of 
vne of lead ani two parts of tin. 

What is called gun metal is a mixture of 
eight to nine per cent. of tin and copper, 
with a slight amount of sine and lead: it 
is so called from its use formerly in cannon. 
This is the red golden metal used in water- 
taps, statuary and important parts of 
machinery. It is quite different from brass, 
which is copper and zinc and has no tin in it. 
Pewter formerly was almost pure tin 
hardened with a small percentage of copper 
(about 5 per cent.), This is the metal so 
valued by collectors of old pewter, and 
accounts for the fact that these vessels were 
apt to find their way to the melting pot 
untimely. Tin forms valuable chemical 
salts, used in the art of dyeing cloth fabrics, 
and also in polishing optical glasses and 
ebonite. This latter use has been very 
forcibly brought home to the users of wire- 
less apparatus recently, who found that the 
very highly polished ekonite surfaces of the 
instruments were electrically conductive 
owing to the tin used in giving them a high 
finish. |

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- LABOUR ANB LANGUAGE. 

TO THE KDITOR OF THE IRISM TIMES. 

Sim,—The summary circulated by Reuter’s 
Agency of a Press communication, just issued 
by the Internatierial Federation of Trade 
Unions, is so worded as to suggest that the 
Federation is recommending the adoption of 
English as the international language of the 
Labour movement. This is not case. As 
can well be imagined, the e difficalty 
presents a very serious blem in interna- 
tional trade union work. English, French 
and German have all to be used reguiarly in 
corres ente and at meetings, and in addi- 
tion nish and a long list of other er 
have to be used very frequently. The multi- 
plicity of tongues leads to very heavy expense 
in money and in time, and creates an ever- 
resent risk of misunderstanding. In 1905 an 
Eetcenationn! Trade Union Conference _re- 
commended Enelish as being most suitable 
for an international language, but this deci- 
sion has remained a dead letter. 

Undoubtedly, English has many advantages. 
Its grammar is, in essentials, much simpler 
than that of other national languages that 
might be considered, notably in respect of 
conjugations, declensions and genders. But 
English grammer is very irregular [e.g.; 
among the plurals we have '' houses, but not 
‘‘ mouses,” “' boxes,” but not “ oxes,’’ etc.), 
and the language is very idiomatic (“' do, 
for example, ‘‘ does for ~ most foreigners), 
while the spelling is typically English in tts 
inconsistency. To ask workers of other 
countries to learn English is, therefore, to ask 
them to do what would be difficult even if 
they had ample opportunity and leisure, and 
what has, in fact, proved to be impossible. 
Either English would have to be simpli 
until it ceased to be English, or else we 
should have to acquiesce in the use of a 
barbarous “ Pidgin English,” or ‘English 
as she is spoke.” Both of these alternatives 
would be hateful to English speakers. There 
is the further difficulty of national pride. 
Imagine trying to persuade a I renchman that 
his beautiful language is less fitted for inter- 
national purposes than English ! a 

Long experience has shown, that for wot u 
ing purposes. an international language mus 
be neutral (t.c., not a national language), 
easily learned (which necessitates the simplest 
and most regular grammar and the maximum 
existing ‘‘ internationality '. of root words) and 
flexible (capable of expressing ideas with pre- 
cisiow and of growing, sb as to be able to 
keep pace with new developments in com- 
merce, the arts and the scrences). Esperanto 
complies fully with all these requirements. It 
has already ‘been formally approved by the 
Trade Union Congresses of Great Britain and 
of Hungary. It is already the fifth language 
in order of importance,used by the Interna- 
tional Labour Organisation of the League of 
Nations. It has been warmly approved by 
the League Secretariat. It has been endorsed 
by the French and Italian Associations for 
the advance of Science. by a special Com- 
mittee of the Royal Society, by university 
professors and education authorities innumer- 
able, by many chambers of commerce, bv 
prominent business men and Labour leaders of 
many countries. 

The statement now issued by the Interna- 
tional Federation of Trade Umons 1s a com- 
munication of a resolution adopted by the 
Workers’ Group at the International Labour 
Conference of the Ie2¢ue of Nations tn 
Geneva last month. The resolution recom- 
mended to Labour organisations and their 
members consideration of the possibility of 
adopting Esperanto as a solution of the 
language difficulty, which the Group had 
itself once again experienced. The resolution 
was moved. by the undersigned in English, 
spoken to in French and German, and adopted 
unanimously by a meeting that included dele- 
gates from France, England, Germany, 
Holland, Belgius, the Scandinavian countries, 
Hungary, Czecho-Slovakia, Bulgaria, Greece, 
Spain and South American countries, South 
Africa, Japan, India, and others which at 
the moment I cannot recall. 

Finally, I may say that a small class of 
Dublin trade unionists, after just over a 
dozen weekly lessons of an hour each, is 
already exchanging picture postcards with 
Esperantists in foreign countries.— Yours, etc.,

In 
addition to the steps taken to preserve the 
scenery in East Kent, measures have been 
adopted in Surrey whereby the new London 
suburb of Croham Heights has sprung up 
within the last few months, in such a way 
that the rural amenities of the district are 
preserved, and the suburb is said to increase 
the beauty of the Sarrey Downs. The chair- 
man of the residents’ committee there has 
stated that, when the new village becomes 
‘‘ weathered,’’ it will be in keeping with the 
natural beauiies of the lower downlands. 

These are the lines on which we should like 
to see the development of Gieater Dublin.

‘Continent, with all its latent capacity of pro 
duction, we should see a drift of population 
into Sydney and Melbourne, where they must 
have a very large proportion of the popula. 
dion of the whole continent. 

“It is one of the essential problems so 
which we at home are also faced.
